Ironquill, The 


Poet, Is Dead. 


It was under his pen name of Iron- 


quill that the greatest famo came to 
the lato Eugene F. Ware, an ex-corn- 
mlsslonor of pensions, who died re- 
cently. Under that nnrae he published 
"Tho 
Washerwoman's 
Song" 
and 


many other pooma It v.as not only na 
a poot that he \M«S known. He waa 
author OL' many books on law and also 
translated and edited mnny ancient 
lesal books 
His history of lona's 


troops In the civil war Is accepted ns 
authoritative. 


Mr. Ware considered his poetry writ- 


Ing as n plcauure, and although some 
of his books of verso went Into several 
editions he refused to accept tho 
profits on them, giving- tho proceeds to 
some worthy cause. 


Bcsldei being a poet, Mr. Ware wa* 


noted as a soldier, lawyer and polit- 
ical leader. 


Ware was born at Hartford, Conn., 


la 1S41. While still a child his parents 
moved to Burlington, In, where he 
was educated In the public schools. 
He enlisted for the civil war In Com- 
pany K, rirst Iowa volunteer Infantry, 
serving afterward In Company I* 
Fourth Iowa volunteer Infantry, and 
Company F, Seventh Iowa cavalry, 
finally becoming cnptntn iu the last 
named orsanl7atlon. Hli ro-onllst- 
mciits were for mich periods as to 
keep him In tho army for five years 
and three months. 


Hia Career. 


In tho various Indian wars which 


followed the close of the civil war Mr. 
Waro served on the stair of General 
R. B. Mitchell, General C. J. Stol- 
brand. chief of artillery; under Gen- 
eral Thomas, General Washington 3f. 
Kllott and General G. M. Bodge. In 
thexo campaigns ho saw much severe 
service and was badly wounded. 


After leaving tho army he removed 


to Fort Scott, Kan., whoro he was ad- 
mitted to the bar In 1871. 
He was 


elected to the Kansas state senate, of 
which body ho was a member for flvo 
years. Ho was twice a delegate to the 
Bcpubllcan national convention. He 
removed to Topeka in 1S03, entering 
tbo law flrm of GleeO, Ware & Glccd, 
nnd took part In much of the impor- 
tant litigation In tho west. Mr. Waro 
was a prominent railroad attorney, 
having been, associated with the at- 
torney general of Kansas la conduct- 
ing litigation Involving Irrigation ques- 
tions between Kansas and Colorado In 
the aupromo court of the United 
States. 


At Pentton Commissioner. 


President Roosevelt appointed Mr. 


Waro commissioner of pensions on 
April 11. 1002, to succeed H. Clay 
Evans of Tennessee. 


According to friends, 
when 
Mr. 


Roosevelt offered Mr. Ware the placo 
of pension commissioner Ware de- 
clined, saying he did sot like the -work. 
To thla Mr. Roosevelt replied: "That. 
la juat the reason I want you to tako 
It. Tho longer you hold the job tha 
loss you'll like It" 


The Kansan accepted tho office May 


10, 1003. and It Is aald hla resignation 
was placed at tho disposal of Mr. 
Roosevelt May 11,1002, to bo accepted 
two years later. 


Mr. Ware married at'Rochester, In 


1874, Jeannetto P. Huntlngtori. They 
had three daughters and ono eon. Ho 
was tho author of many sketches, 
pamphloto and legal esaays, and under 
tho nom do plume of Ironqulll had 
•written many poems Some opposition 
waa made to hla confirmation as com- 
missioner of pensions by persons who 
took offense at alleged expressions of 
ORnoatldsm In his "Tho Washerwom- 
an's Song," the first vena of which 
follows:

Down In Manila bay.

Cecil Rhodes, tho "diamond kins" 


and famous South African statesman.

the grandeur and loncllncsa of the Ma- 
toppas, in Rhodesia, and therefore I 
desire to bo burled In tbo Metoppaa, 
on the hill whloh I used to coll the 
•View of the World,' In a square to be 
cut la tho rock on, tho top of the bill, 
covered with a plain brass plate with 
these irordfl thereon: 'Hero lie tho re- 
mains of Cecil John Rhodes.'" Rhodes 
died March 20. 1002, at the age of for- 
ty-seven.
